This is a Request for Reconsideration of the Decision on Petition mailed by the USPTO 
Office of Petitions on January 28, 2002 (enclosed herewith) dismissing the Petition filed June 
5, 2000, and the supplement filed on June 15, 2001 requesting that a continued prosecution 
application (CPA) under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on prior application No. 08/285,504 be treated 
as an application filed under 37 CFR 1.53(b) and be accorded a filing date of January 20, 1998.

$130. petition fee should be satisfied by a check in the amount of $130. that accompanied the 
petition filed on June 5, 2000. However, if such check has not been found and deposited, the 
Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any such petition fee, and any other fees under 
37 CFR 1.16 and 1.17 which may be required by or to give effect to this paper, to our Deposit 
Account No. 03-1728, rather than to Deposit Account No. 06-2425, in view of the substitution 
of attorney by assignee. Please show our docket number with any charge or credit to our 
Deposit Account. A copy of this letter is enclosed.
